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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are persuasive. 

Applicant asserted that Sohn reference cannot remedy the deficiency of Brown et al. because Sohn teach a laser absorber layer, 
which is a metal layer, not an amorphous carbon layer as claimed. The examiner disagree with the argument. Sohn expressly teaches 
that a laser absorber layer should meet several requirements (col. 5, line 62 through col. 6, line 4) and that the amorphous carbon layer 
meet the foreoging requirements (col. 6, lines 5-11). 

Since Sohn teaches using a rapid thermal annealing, such as the laser annealing, for treating the amorphous carbon layer, one of the 
ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to use the laser annealing as the rapid thermal anneaing in Brown et al. for a 
reasonable expectation of success, i.e. as the amorphous carbon layer of Brown et al. is subjected to the laser annealing, as taught by 
Sohn, the amorphous carbon layer would consequently absorb the electromagnetic radiation emitted by the laser and thus transfers 
thermal energy cretaed by the absorbed electromagnetic radiation to the underlying substrate. Thus, 103(a) rejection is deemed proper. 

Applicant further asserted that the double-patenting rejection is improper because claims 28, 29 and 33-35 are product-by-process 
claims, whereas claims 1 , 36 and 6-8 are process claims. In response to the argument, although claims 28, 29 and 33-35 are product-by- 
process claim, they are not patentably distinct from the process claims 1 , 36 and 6-8. In particular, the product in claim 28 does not recite 
any specific features different from the product as result of the process recited in process claims 1 , 36 and 6-8. In other word, process 
claims 1, 36 and 6-8 inherently claim the same product as that of claims 28, 29 and 33-35 because they both use same process. 
Therefore, the double patenting rejection is deemed proper. 
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
